The subject of railroad rates is the one occupying the atten- 


And yet the freight rate is really the 
least important thing for the manufacturer.

Until about 30 years ago every one regarded running a railroad

railroads, yon miiy be sure, but such regulation kept ou until Ore 
right became established. And I believe that regulation is going 
on farther, beyond even the dream of the people, so that in time 
even the prices of commodities will be fixed by government in the 
United States. 


I believe that the recent_ decision of the interstate commeice 


commission in refusing permission to the railroads to raise their 
freight rates has really conferred a benefit upon the country that 
is incalculable. Two weeks ago most people believed that the 
railroads controlled the government. 
They do not think so now-. 


And so, independently of the question as to the actual needs of the 
railroads, I believe it was better that the railroads should suffer than 
that the people should lose faith in the government. 


The commonwealth of Massachusetts, however, in its regula- 


tion of the railroads tias been too drastic. Its attitude bus been 
almost unfriendly to large corporations. When I was a boy many 
of the great railroad systems of the West, like the Santa Fe, had 
their general offices in Boston. 
And I believe that one of the prin- 


cipal reasons for those railroads moving their offices to other states 
was due more than anything else to the drastic regulations adopted 
by the Massachusetts Legislature toward the corporations' flnan 
ces and affairs.
